BANKERS HOPE 
TO CLAMP LID ON 


SPENDING ORGY;' 


Loan Only Essential 
Industry, Plan. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, May 11.—{Spe- 
cial.}—How to halt the orgy of spend- 
ing on. luxuries and other nonessentials 
in which Americans are indulging and 
divert capital to increasing production 
of necessities which will reduce the 
cost of living, is a question that will 
be considered by leading bankers in a 
conference with Secretary of the Treas- 


The principal suggestion to be dis 
cussed is that the reserve banks and 
the bankers take concerted action to 
cuptail the advance of credit for the 
production of nonessentials in an ef- 
fort to stem the wave of extravagance, 
on the theory the people will stop 
spending when there are no luxuries 
to buy and capital will be forced into 
the production of necessities when de 
nied the more profitable field of nones- 
sentials. 


Chicago Bankers to Attend. 


George M. Reynolds and James B. 


Forgan of Chicago will take a leading 
part in the conference, the former as 


‘fa class A director of the Chicago fed- 


eral reserve bank and the latter in the 
duat capacity of member of the ad- 
visory council of the federal reserve 
system and chairman of the American 
Bankers’ association committee ap- 
pointed for the conference. 

Other members of the association 
committee are A. R. Decker of Minne- 
apolis and J. H. Pulicher of Milwaukee. 
Other Chicago district directors com- 
ing are FR. T. Johnson of Waterloo and 
Charles H. McNider of Mason City, Ia. 

A wide range of questions will be 
considered, all bearing on financial! re- 
construction measures to check and 
reduce inflation and otherwise direct 
the nation back to northal conditions 
from the financial and economic ex- 
cesses produced by the war. 


No Halt to H. C. L. 

The suggestion of action to check 
extravagance has grown out of the fail- 
ure of realization of the expectation 
that the cost of living would begin to 
decline by this time and the increas- 
ing evidence that the wave of reckless 
spending has not abated, but is even 
advancing, with the financing of the 
production of pleasure cars, fancy 
wearing apparel, and other luxuries 
assuming huge proportions. . 

One assertion frequently heard is 
that farmers are unable to procure 
nails, wire, and other articles of iron 
because of the prodigious demand for 
steel in the automobile industry. 

There are numerous difficulties to 
be faced by the conference, however, 
in dealing with the curtailment of 
production of luxtries and increas 
production of essentials. 


Have No Powers by Law. 

‘The impression prevails that such 
action as may be taken along this 
line must necessarily be of a general 
nature. Beyond blanket power to re- 
strict loans the federal reserve board 
has no specific authority by law to de- 
fine essential industries and nonessen- 
tial industries. J 

The working out of any general plan 
which may be proposed at the confer- 
ence would rest, it is believed, upon 
the discretion of the heads cf the 
twelve federal reserve banks. Officials 
of these banks may be instructed to 
use an iron hand in curtailing credit 
for nonessential industries, and in deal- 
ing with individual applications gener- 
ally for loans which do not appear war- 
ranted by local circumstances.

TELLS OF FIGHT 
WITH CANNIBAL 
WHITE GIANTS 


Rice Party Back febrie 


South America. 

New York, May 11.—The exploring 
party headed by Dr. Alexander Ham- 
ilton Rice, which clashed last February 
near the banks of the Orinoco with 
giant cannibals, returned here today 
from Para. 

With Dr. Rice came Mrs. Rice, for- 


'merly Mrs. George D. Widener of Phil- 


adelphia, who accompanied her hus- 
band on some of his South American 
explorations; Chester H. Ober, geogra- 
pher of the expedition; A. W. Swanson, 
J. E. Mason, and Dr. G. E. Byers. 

It was while exploring an unnamed 
tributary of the Orinoco river that 
the party was attacked. The discharge 
of firearms failed to scare off the say- 
ages, who were described as large and 
fierce, and the explorers only escaped 
by firing into them, killing either two 
or three. The party then turned back. 
Not Previously Seen Since 1768. 

“The cannibals were almost white 
in color,” Prof. Rice said. “In all 
my years in the tropical jungles I 


have never seen such ferocious looking | 


savages. Nearly all were armed with 
bows and arrows and carried spears 
and blowguns. They were more than 
6 feet tall and I recognized them as 
cannibals of the Guaribos tribe, a 
mountain legion considered the most 
ferocious of all the savages in either 
Venezuela, Colombia, or Brazil.” 

The professor declared he believed it 
was the first time these cannibals were 
met by white men since 1763, when a 
Spanish exploring expedition discoy- 
ered them. 

Record Trip for White Woman. 

Mrs. Rice was not with her husband 
on the occasion of the attack on the 
party. However, she traveled with the 
party as far as Esmeralda, Brazil, pen- 
etrating further into the Amazon wil- 
derness than any other white woman, 
according to the explorer. 

The Rio Negro and other outlets of 
the Amazon were explored and chart- 
ed, as well as the Casquiare canal and 
the Upper Orinoco, Dr. Rice said. A 
number of specimens were brought 
back for the Peabody m@iseum at Har- 
vard.

England. If this be true—and it is the general 
belief ef business and industrial leaders—it is a 
hopeful sign that the nation is beginning to re 
-coveg from the mad extravagance which has 
marked it since fhe armistice. 

Cancellation of orders, of course, means fewer 
jobs at high wages in the industries involved. It 
means decreased profits for the owners and some 
hardship for the workers. But thé wise ones, who 
have put something aside for such an emergency, 
instead of sinking their temporary prosperity in 
sealskin coats and automobiles, will not suffer 
greatly. 

The situation may even help the back to the 
farm movement, with eventual reduction of food 
orices as well as prices of other necessities. It 
may bring temporary hardship with readjustment, 
but the pain of readjustment will be less now than 
later. 

The “morning after” is an unpleasant périod 
for the man or the nation recovering from a spree, 
but it is the only way back to sobriety. If America 
appreciates the first pang in New England, takes a 
liberal dose of “bromo” in thé form of work and 
self-denial, and geesg of with the sobering up 
erocess, it will escape with a slight headache.

He will 
give something for what he gets—some broilers 
and some hens and eggs. It is preposterous that 
this request should be laughed at. 

The only thing which could outlaw it ie the 
probability that the expenditure of money will 
comé to something.

When clothing was a 
third of its present price, money, as applied to 
clothes, was worth three times as much, and a mine 
with gold in it was worth working. ; 

By and by we will be like the workman who, by 
striking and not producing, has forced up the value 
of his services to a point where he has plenty of 
money that won't buy anything because everybody 
else has money, but there isn’t much food, clothing, 
houses, or fuel to be had at any price. The remedy 
isn’t to quit work and demand more money. We can 
get money easily enough by shipping things we need

} While the disease is on the decline it 
cannot be said to have disappeared since 
Dr. Clay of HoopestOn, Ill, ffi 1914 re- 
ported ah SutBréak in his vicinity. His 
father, four other members of his fam- 
ily, oné farm hand, and sevéral neigh- 
bors died of it, afd thé doctor hiinself 
had it. 

From time to time medical journals 

report cases occurring in men, and vet- 
erinary jotifndis report cases occurring 
among the lower animals. It is reason- 
ably certain the cause has been estab- 
lished. It was once claimed that it was 
caused by a spirillum and later that it 
was due to a bacillus; but it is now 
proved that in most séctioris it is not 
so miich 4iséasé as a poisoning and 
that the plant responsible is the whité 
snake root: .

Ordi- 
narily, cattle will not eat this weed.

A writer Says that on a hot day, when 
the flies are very bad, cows will some- 
timés @at it rather than go away for 
grass. The poltsoning never appears in 
a wét season, or so long as the pastures 
are good. It is becoming less because 
stock is fed better and there are fewer 
né#lécted pastures. 
Sincé there is no white snake root 
fi Néw Mexico, there must be somé 
other plant capabis of poisoning {fi thé 
game way. 
When cows eat it In sufficient quantity 
thé poison appears in their milk: This 
is the route by which human beings get 
the poison. Buzzards and dogs get it 
from eating the bodies of animals dead 
from milk sickness. 


How can a poison affect the tissues and 
still persist in the milk and meat as 
poison? In order to bring about symp- 
tors, does the poison combine with the 
body cells and change its compositions? 
Yes. But ff @ man drinks an excéss of 
whisky Ssomé of it is used in making 
him drunk, While the excess circulates 
in the blood until ft is thrown off fn the 
Wreath and otherwise. A mah who 
smokés tobacco uses some of it to afféct 
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his tissues. Some fs thrown off by the 
breath and: skin: 

After swallowing the poison, an inter- 
val of two to fivé days elapses.

One of thé common names for the 
intoxication, for it should be ctilled that 
rather than diséasé; is trembles A 
horses that seems well, but is suffering 
fromm thé disease, will bégin to tremble 
when hitchéd up. A cow fs noticed to 
be staggering along with her héad near 
the ground: On closs inspection shé 
is seen to be tréribling. When the ani- 
mal goed down, trémbling ard 
are prominént symptoms. | 

It is said that mulés 46 not have ft. 
The explanation is that they aré more 
indifferent to the sun on hot days; they 
are not driven to shelter by flies, they 
are more fastidious éaters and will fot 
eat thé somewhat bitter weed called 
white snake root.

Pole beans offer an excellent oppor- 
tunity to raise an abundance of food in 
a limited space. Too many regard the 
bunch beans as a good substitute for 
the pole bean and prefer the former 
because it requires less work. 

The pole varieties equal th iP bunch 
bean in quality and bear muc®/ heavier. 
The former continue to bear through- 
out the late summer and yield much | 
more thah the bunch variety. The 
bearing season is almost twice as long. 
It takes more work to raise pole beans, 
but the enormous yield and high qual- 
ity will well repay the trouble.
